"Manitou", the bison statue Canada’s 
largest Bison or buffalo sculpture of a 
bison in Earlton, Ontario along 
Highway 11. Earlton is about 200km 
north of the city of North Bay and 
about 30 kilometers north of New 
Liskeard. The sculpture was designed 
by Mike Camp in 1985 and is 19 Feet 
(5.8 Metres) high and 27 Feet (8.2 
Metres) long and weighs about 9 tons. 
It is made up of Steel, fibreglass to 
nuts and bolts, that is welted together. 
You can tell it is a Bull Bison but just 
looking up and that's all | will say 
about that.

Donald D. Paterson was asked by Calgary coin collector Mark Mogan to design a 25th wedding anniversary 

wooden nickel for his girlfriend’s parents, Delores & Edgar Massey, who were also friends of Mark’s parents. 

Paterson promptly complied and produced both the obverse and the reverse designs which were struck in a 

quantity of 500 pieces. The obverse shows the Central United Church of Calgary (which cornerstone reads [esi 

May 13 A.D. 1904 Central Methodist Church), the church were the wedding had taken place 25 years earlier. 

Six months later, a second wooden nickel of the same Paterson-design was issued to commemorate Mark 

Mogan’s parents’ Silver Wedding Anniversary. A quantity of 1,000 pieces were manufactured. Again, the Central United Church was 
depicted on the obverse, because the wedding ceremony had also taken place there. Don Paterson’s initials do not appear on either side.

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Louis Harrington "Scoop" Lewry (C.M.) lived April 16, 1919-February 25, 1992 (age 72). He was a 
Canadian politician and reporter. Born in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, Scoop was elected as an 
alderman on the Moose Jaw city council in 1948. Lewry later became mayor of the city in 1950 and 
served in this role until 1956, later 1965-1970, then after that 1983-1988. Scoop was married to 
Jean Lewry (nee Munroe), and had five children: Philip (Doreen Ludke), Catherine (Robert Patterson), 
Janet, Harold, and Mary (Roger RothwellO. Scoop had 13 grandchildren and 7 great grand-children. In 
1957, Scoop ran and won in a close race for the position of Member of Parliament for Moose Jaw - 
Lake Centre as a Co-operative Commonwealth Federation (CCF) candidate, replacing the incumbant W. 
Ross Thatcher. He ran again in 1958, losing widely to J. Ernest Pascoe in the Diefenbaker landslide. 
Pascoe was the same Conservative candidate he had defeated a year earlier. In 1980, Scoop was 
made a Member of the Order of Canada. The Member of the Order of Canada recognizes a lifetime of 
distinguished service in or to a particular community, group or field of activity. The insignia of the Order is a stylized 
snowflake of six points, with a red annulus at its centre which bears a stylized maple leaf circumscribed with the motto of 
the Order, DESIDERANTES MELIOREM PATRIAM (They desire a better country), surmounted by St. Edward’s Crown. The 
medal has silver edging, silver annulus lettering, and silver maple leaf centre.
